WASHINGTON (UP)-Allen 
iV. 


Dulles, chief of the Central in- 
telligence Agency, said today that 
Soviet industrial progress threat- 
ens to outstrip the United States 
and poses "the most serious chal- 
lenge" ever faced by this coun- 
try in time of peace. 


Dulles 
described 
the 
current 


American recession as "an expen- 
sive luxury" which has given *ln 
Russians a propaganda target as 
damaging to U.S. prestige abroad 
as UK- first Soviet Sputniks. 


Dulles spoke lo a lunch held in 


connection with the 46lh annual 
meeting of the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce.

He made these points about the 


current state of the Soviet econ- 
omy. 


—In (he first quarter of 1958, 


Soviet industrial production rose 
J1 per cent higher than a year 
ago, while industrial production in 
Una country declined 11 per cent.

the Soviet bloc (including satel- 
liles and China) produced more 
stool than the United Stales dur- 
ing the first quarter of l'J58. Rus- 
sia alone produced 70 per jent 
as mucn as 'the U.S. did. 


—Russian

and 
Soviet

tools output is about double that 
of the United States. 


—The late ol growth of the Iius- 


siari economy, as measured
